N the absence of full letters from Dr. 

Haven (who has been traveling very rap- 
idly), we give some impressions of what he is 
doing, gathered from Japanese journals. The 
picture reproduced from one of them, Zhe 
Far Fast, is of a company of eighty mission- 
aries and others prominent in religious work 
in Japan who attended a luncheon given by the 
Advisory Committee of the Japan Agency of 
the American Bible Society at the Imperial 
Hotel, Tokyo, on October 20th. Among the 
guests were the Rev. Benjamin Chappell, 
Chairman of the Committee, the Right Rev- 
erend Bishop Cecil of the Anglican Church, 
Bishop Harris of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Bishop Howard of the United Breth- 
ren, and the Rev. Henry Loomis, for many 
years Agent of the Society. Grace was said 
by the Rev. John Ballagh, the father of the 


missionary body in Japan. The speakers 
were Doctors Haven, North, Goucher, and 
David Thompson, the latter being the sec- 
ond in point of residence as a missionary in 
Japan. 

Dr. Haven in his address referred to the his- 
tory of the American and British Bible Socie- 
ties, and pointed out that the American Bible 
Society was one of the oldest of the great 
Foreign Missionary Boards in America, and 
gave the statistics as to the circulation of the 
American Bible Society during recent years— 
five and a quarter millions for the last year. 
These facts, Dr. Haven said, show that the 
American people have not lost their faith in 
the Bible. The report of the past six months 
in Japan showed the greatest advance of any 
year since the Bible was translated into Japa- 
nese; and in China the demand was so great 
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that she could take almost the entire output 
of the Society if it could be sent her. The 
total number of Bibles or portions of the Bible 
distributed in Japan by the two Societies— 
American and British— have exceeded six mil- 
lion copies. He urged the co-operation of the 
workers in Japan in the coming Centennial 
celebration, and informed them that he had se- 
cured from Count Okuma the promise of a

Dr. BERNARD Pick, well known as a pains- 
taking scholar, has prepared a new revised 
list of Bible Versions. It is much too long 
for the columns of the RECORD, but the preface. 
is worth quoting: . 
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| 
-. “The year 1914 marks the four hundredth 
vanniversary of the first printing of the Greek 
1Testament. It was completed at press Janu- 
gary 10, 1514, though not published until 
11522. This New Testament, which forms 
‘the fifth volume of the famous Complutensian 
Polyglot, prepared under the direction of 
-Cardinal Francisco Ximenez de Cisnero, Arch- 
‘bishop of Toledo, is the first of more than a 
‘thousand editions of the New Testament in 
)}Greek. Only 600 copies were published of 
‘this famous polyglot, 
ithe possession of 
‘which belongs now 
‘to the great treas- 
iures of a library. 
Before the publica- 
tion of the poly- 
elot, the Bible ex- 
isted in very few 
versions. At the 
end of the last 
century the num- 
ber of translations 
amounted to 540. If 
we add tothis number 
the different tongues 
which were published 
since 1900, we get a 
total of nearly 700 
languages in which 
the Bible, or parts of 
it, has been read or 
is being read. What 
would the good 
Ximenez say, if he 
were alive to-day, 
upon hearing that of 
the 26 Bible Societies 
which publish Scrip-

E& mean of course Bible problems. It 

has others with which we have no di- 
rect concern; yet political, national, and in- 
ternational questions, and social and indus- 
trial conditions, have their very direct effect 
on our work. Mr. Hayter reports for the 
quarter ending September 30th a total of 
6,051 books distributed (mostly by sale)—a 
fair record, considering the difficulties, some 
of which are described in some notes by his 
colporteurs: 


In order that you may understand exactly 
the conditions in this Agency and the obsta- 
cles to be faced in our work, I have thought 
it well to pick out some paragraphs from the 
letters of the men on the firing line. I will 
put them under the heading of the different 
countries from which they come. 


Colombia 


Mr. Cocking, speaking of the terrible time 
to get cargo and letters, certainly gives Co- 
lombia a proper name—‘‘ Manana-land ’’—that 
is, ‘‘ Land of To-morrow.” “It will take sev- 
eral months for any portion of the cargo 
to get through the custom house and up to 
Medellin.’? Speaking of the mail he says: 
“The river is in a deplorable condition, and 
boats can hardly get up or down. This ex- 
pected mail boat is lost out of sight some- 
where on the river. We need to employ an 
aeroplane in this country.’’ 

In another letter he says: ‘I have just got 
a telegram from Garcia announcing the arriv- 
al of the casesI sent off on the 20th of Janu- 
ary. They arrived at Bogota on the 4th of 
April, just 74 days ex route. I saw in a recent 
number of the BrsLz REcorD that it costs $2 
to send a case of books to Bogota,-but in re- 
ality it costs $3.50.” 
ing the charges from New York to Colom- 
bia, and the duty and other charges.’’ Again, 
speaking of going to another part, he says: 
“T would like to visit the Atrato River, but I 
am afraid it would be very expensive. It 
would be new territory, but the climate has 
not a very good reputation. The only way to 
get there is by steamer. Colombia is not like 
Honduras, where you can take a mule and go 
from one end of the country to the other. 
Sometimes even the roads are too wet for 
mules, yet too dry for boats or dugouts.”’ 

Later: ‘““We have another dudonzc scare 
here, this time right in this city. Whether it 
is the true bubonic or not, I cannot say. Pub- 
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and its Problems 


lic schools have been closed, also moving- 
picture shows. I have seen the decree pub- 
lished, the deportation of dogs, hogs, and 
chickens. Mr. Lee has been taken with vom- 
iting all night.’’ Later: “I left with the ob- 
ject of visiting Cartagena, Tolu, and Sincele- 
jo, in the middle of the night, expecting to 
take the train which leaves Calamar at 1 p.m. 
Our path was obstructed, for the alcalde in- 
formed us that there is quarantine against Bar- 
ranquilla. The alcalde is a fanatical Roman- 
ist, and no doubt it would suit him to isolate 
us in some miserable shack on the outskirts 
of the town. How it would suit these fanat- 
ics to condemn our baggage and burn our 
books! ... The doctor in Calamar told me 
there had been a multitude of cases in this 
city. It seems to be a quarrel over a name. 
What does it matter what name they give it, 
if the results are not serious? But the death 
rate seems to be about normal. Human be- 
ings are treated here worse than dogs. 

““In every house almost we saw animals of 
some kind hidden away in the rooms—hogs, 
flee-infested and disease-carrying, mangy 
dogs, and chickens. Can anything be filthier 
than a hog? (Especially a Latin American 
hog.) Yet how is it they will talk about put- 
ting a man in quarantine and yet allow people 
to hide away hogs under their beds? The 
doctor in Calamar told me: ‘We killed about 
twenty dogs here. We covered them with 
petroleum and then threw them into the river.’ 
The water of the Magdalena is used for 
drinking purposes by all the people living on 
its banks! 

But how was it we were allowed to land 
here at all, when there was quarantine? The 
officials answered, Because the health officers 
were asleep or were off duty, as we arrived 
in the night. So it was their fault, but we 
were held responsible and made to suffer.’’ 

Later: ‘The previous governor had given 
Navarro [a colporteur] a sort of passport, 
and the present one O.K.’d it, but some of 
these ignorant alcaldes refused to recognize 
it, threatening to imprison him. They say 
every rooster can crow on his own dunghill. 
However, the present governor’s name hap- 
pens to~be Cock (I think he must be of 
German descent); so he ought to be able to 
do some crowing too. He seems to have 
knocked a syllable off my name, or else I 
have added one to his. I might write to him 
and claim protection, and I was wondering if 
I had not better sign my name, writing the 
first four letters in large, bold characters, and 
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then just adding tails for the last three. It 
ought to attract his attention, and feel al- 
most like a kinsman and like doing something 
for me.”’ 

There is much more one could add, but I 
think this will suffice to help you to under- 
stand some of the difficulties of the work in 
Colombia. Later he writes: 

““The war may make it still more difficult 
for me to communicate with you, as I un- 
derstand the shipping is being harassed by 
German cruisers on the one side and English 
on the other. No draft arrived last month, 
and as Garcia was here, with two months’ 
wages due, and I will have to pay duty on 
the new cargo, I went down to the bank to 
get some money, a German bank by the way, 
El Banco Aleman-Antioqueno. I did not get 
the money. I have $200 deposited there. 
They said they could not draw on Germany, 
but they told me they would write to Medel- 
lin, which is their headquarters here, and I am 
to call when they get their reply, which will 
be in three or four weeks. However, there is 
no occasion to worry; a 
first bill of exchange for the 
month of August will be due 
next week from New York. 
The Germans seem to be 
the principal merchants 
here, and in fact throughout 
the country. It was a Ger- 
man firm that gave me the 
free passage on the Lower 
Magdalena. I may lose that 
now, which would make it 
an expensive matter get- 
ting around here. Alto- 
gether this war is a deplor- 
able affair, and is making 
itself felt around the world. 

“Whilst in the Sinu re- 
gion I visited Campanito, 
where Mr. Jarrett is station- 
ed, and stayed over a Sun- 
day with him. The place 
looks almost like the end 
of the world; it is away off 
in the woods, with a few 
small, scattered settlements here and there. 
Campanito itself is a little village of about 
200 inhabitants. There was nevertheless a 
pretty good attendance at the services—about 
eighty in the morning and seventy in the 
evening. A mission has also been started 
in Vilches, near Cerete, where Redondo has 
charge. The attendance is probably larger in 
Vilches than in Campanito. I visited Mon- 
teria, Garzones, Mateo, Gomez, Cerete, Pe- 
layo, and Cienaga de Oro. The journey to 
the Sinu, and return, on a launch called the 
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Buffalo, is hardly as comfortable as a trip 
on a Transatlantic liner. Going, we were 
aground at the mouth of the river for about 
twelve hours; returning, we were aground 
for about twenty hours. We left Cartagena 
ona Thursday and got to Monteria on the fol- 
lowing Monday. About the discomforts of a 
trip on a small launch, crowded with passen- 
gers, I will say nothing, but will leave it to 
your imagination. 

“TI got a letter from Iregui, in which he 
states he will make a trip in the vicinity of 
Bucaramanga. Guerrero will take over the 
work in Bogota, and Navarro will continue to 
do something from his center in Medellin.”’ 


Canal Zone 


Mr. Dunkum has got back from his recent 
trip to the States, married, and is hard at it 
again. He writes: 

“The ninth day from the time I was vac- 
cinated I was taken sick, and was sick for 
three or four days. I have moved the float- 
ing libraries on those dredges. I have heard

of blessed results from them. I took away 
the books from one dredge for another, and 
did not get anew one. Thecaptain told me 
afterward that the night force came on and 
found out that I had taken the. Bible away 
and began to quarrel vigorously. Isent them 


a library with a Bible at once. I mean. 
American employees. The government 
furnished me a steam launch. I met ships 


right in the Culebra Cut, as they were going 
through the Canal. I can hardly find a 
Jamaican who does not have a Bible. I am 
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learning the language by degrees. .. . 
I have taken walks with my wife on Sunday 
evenings and visited the Spanish homes, and 
given them damaged Bibles, turning down 
leaves and marking them. I find 
hundreds of people sitting down, out of work. 
I ask them what they are going to do, and 
they say they do not know. I went to see 
the British Consul, and he seemed so pleased 
that I was interested in them. They are be- 
ing turned out on the streets, without any- 
thing to eat. They come here begging for 
bread. I am turning my attention 
more to the Spaniards now. It is difficult to 
sell, as there is little money. 

“ The Canal Record for August says: ‘A test 
voyage through the Canal from Cristobal to 
Balboa was made on August 3d by the 
steamship Cristobal, of the Panama Steam- 
ship Line, and the return trip was made the 
following day. The first complete voyage 
through the Canal, from deep water to deep 
water, was made by the Ancon on August 
15th, the time consumed being approximately 
nine hours and forty minutes. The first war 
vessel to pass was the Teniente Rodriguez, a 
torpedo boat destroyer of Peru. In all 41 
vessels passed through the Canal during 
August. At Cristobal 93 vessels arrived and 
92 departed. At Balboa 50 vessels arrived 
and 50 departed during August, representing 
10 nationalities. The forces employed in 
August showed a total of 28,883, of whom 
4,529 were white Americans; 24,354 were 
laborers, chiefly West Indian negroes. The 
total force reduced during August is approxi- 
mately 1,000 men. 

““The United Fruit Company has shut 
down most of its construction work in Cen- 
tral America, and many of the laborers re- 
cruited on the Isthmus for that work last fall 
are returning here. The result is there is a 
large number of unemployed West Indians 
on the Isthmus, and many of them are suffer- 
ing hardships. The health department is 
good. No cases of yellow fever, smallpox, 
or plague originated here, or were brought 
here during the month.’ ”’ 

We expect to remove our headquarters over 
to Balboa, as that is where the bulk of the 
population is. A railroad is being built by 
the Panama Government on the Pacific Coast, 
from David to the Isthmus, about 200 miles. 
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Mr. Dunkum and one of the colporteurs ex- 
pect to visit this section as soon as the dry 
season commences. 
Costa Rica 

Mr. Jules Dufey writes under date of Octo- 
ber 12th as follows: ‘““I am sending you my 
quarterly report, and, as you will see, the 
sales have not been very good, owing in 
part to the financial crisis that is felt very 
much here. In the capital it is very difficult 
to do much in these times. For example, 
Saturday in the morning I went to the market- 
place, where there was a great number of 
people; nevertheless, I could only sell two 
portions. My colporteur, Juan Lopez, made 
a trip to Puntarenas and Esparta in the past 
month, and never sold a single Bible; only 
a few Testaments and portions. We hope 
that things will change soon, for there are 
so many people without work. The books 
arrived all right, but I had to pay $74.30 in 
order to get them, in duty and freight.”’ 

Nicaragua 

Mr. Walter Hooper, our representative in 
Managua, Nicaragua, writes under date of 
October Ist: “‘I am sending the financial re- 
port for September and Manuel Ledesma’s 
book report. You will see that he has been 
selling at low prices; but this has been una- 
voidable on account of the condition at pres- 
ent all over the republic. The financial situ- 
ation is very serious and the lack of rain has 
added to the difficulty. For this reason there 
is a great deal of robbing going on in the 
country, especially of animals. I have had 
Manuel leave the animal in pasture near 
Managua and sell in towns near for October.”’ 

Honduras and Salvador 

From Mr. Hockings, our representative in 
Honduras and Salvador: “Things in these 
countries are about the same as those in the 
countries indicated above. Both these two 
countries and Guatemala have been through 
a very severe crisis ; in fact, I may say are go- 
ing through, for they are by no means through 
it yet. Partly as the result of a drought and 
then a plague of locusts, and partly because 
of the European war. Our two men working 
in this city report fair sales, but many cannot 
buy even food to eat. The government has 
been importing provisions for the poor peo- 
ple here and thus somewhat helped them.’’ 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the La Plata Agency 


OMMEMORATING the fiftieth anniver- 
_Sary of the work of the American Bible 
Society in the Argentine Republic, the Rev. 
F. G. Penzotti has published a neat booklet 


in Spanish filled with interesting information. 
In a few well-chosen words he thanks those 
in authority who by their liberality have per- 
mitted the circulation of the Scriptures in 
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several of the South American countries, and 
of these public-spirited men he says: | 

‘““They may be sure that not only are we 
grateful for their kindness, but that by their 
conduct they have advanced the well-being of 
their people in much greater measure than 
they may have imagined; because history has 
demonstrated that the Bible marches side by 
side with the moral, spiritual, and material 
greatness of a people.”’ 

Calling attention to the urgent need of a 
permanent Bible House in a central part of 
Buenos Ayres, he says that the rented house 
occupied at present is both expensive and in- 
adequate. He begs his readers (in the Ar- 
gentine) to show their interest in the matter 
by subscribing at least five thousand dollars 
of the twenty-five thousand needed for the 
building, saying, ‘If we furnish the yeast, the 
Bible Society will give us the flour to make 
the bread.’’ 

In a word “To Christian People,’ Mr. 
Penzotti says: ““In my judgment, Bible socie- 
ties and missions are two institutions inti- 
mately related, like two feet sustaining the 
same body; the one cannot do much without 
the other. Missionary effort requires both in- 
stitutions, co-operating harmoniously.”’ 

Again he says: ‘‘ The Bible is the popular 
book par excellence. It is not only a book of 
religion and morals; it is a live entity which 
carries in itself a transforming power from 
the court to the workshop, from the palace 
of the potentate to the hut of the working- 
man. It retreats from no obstacle, it can de- 
fend itself. He who attempts to defend the 
Bible is like a rabbit defending a lion; and he 
who opposes the Bible is like a little dog 
barking to stop a locomotive.”’ 

Space is lacking for further extracts from this 
attractive book, but it is certain to make a pro- 
found impression among the Spanish-speak- 
ing people for whom it is written, and should 
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result in widespread interest in the Bible and 
the work of the American Bible Society. 

El Estandarte ( The Standard), official organ 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Ar- 
gentine, devoted its entire issue of September 
17th to the fiftieth anniversary of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in that republic. It con- 
tains a brief history of the Bible Society, Col. 
Roosevelt’s address before the Bible Society 
of Long Island (1901), many interesting facts 
about the Bible, with testimonies from emi- 
nent men, and an eloquent appeal for the 
support of the Bible Society’s work. It pub- 
lishes also a letter from Bishop Homer C. 
Stuntz, the translation of which is as follows: 

BuENOS AYRES, July 25, 1914. 
Revi FaGs PENZOrTI, 

Dear Brother: During fifteen years I have 
worked in three different missionary fields 
and have visited many more, and in them all 
the American Bible Society had been exercis- 
ing its beneficent influence since before I was 
born, and is yet unceasing in its labor by 
““ sowing the Word.” 

More than once have I said in public ad- 
dresses what I now write for this special 
number of Zhe Standard, to wit: that had I 
not been called to work in our church as a 
missionary, no other occupation would have 
afforded me half the pleasure that would have 
been mine in entering the service of the Bible 
Society that you represent in La Plata. 

The Bible societies are pioneers as well as 
pastoral assistants. They sow the seeds in 
fields as yet unreached by the missionary 
preacher, and edify the converts whom the 
missionary has brought into the fold. The 
Bible societies are the friends of all who 
struggle for the triumph of Christ’s kingdom 
in all peoples, and for this reason should en- 
joy the generous support of all who believe 
in him whose. salvation the Bible reveals to 
the world. 


Colportage in Brazil 


R. TUCKER sends from Brazil two 
colporteurs’ reports. One shows how 
sometimes an indignant woman can secure 
justice for a Bible-man. The second colpor- 
teur has fallen on more peaceful times. 
The Lord is still blessing the work along 


the Paulista; the devil also is trying to hinder 


us. 

We had a complete reverse in Villa Ameri- 
cana, in the municipality of Campinas, last 
Saturday week. We went along there with 
high hopes, and were entertained in the home 


of Mr. Charles Hall, whom you no doubt 
know. After a few minutes’ rest we went 
out and met the fiscal. This individual is 
very unpopular with all the storekeepers in the 
villa. We tried to arrange for a free license 
with him, but he with a very curt and almost 
angry manner told us, No, and that if he 
caught us on the road selling he would imme- 
diately arrest us. We then visited the vice- 
mayor, who told us that he had nothing todo 
with these things, that it was the /fzscal with 
whom we had to make arrangements. We 
returned to Mr. Hall’s, and I thought of see- 
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ing the fiscal again to know the price of the 
license, but Miss Margaret Hall, who was 
very indignant that we should be thus treated, 
took the matter right out of my hands. She 
first rang up the police to know if the fiscal 
had such power, then went to the notary pub- 
lic to see the law on the matter, and from 
there to interview the fzsca/. The latter in- 
formed her that there was a new mayor in 
Campinas who had given orders that jewels, 
inks, pens, or pencils, note-books, or books of 
any description were not to be allowed to be 
sold on the streets, and, as far as I could un- 
derstand, not even by paying a license. This 
means, of course, Bibles, etc., as well as other 
books; yet the Roman Catholics can sell their 
idols without any prevention. Is not such 
an order as this contrary to the constitution 
of the republic, which gives us religious lib- 
erty? 

From there we came to Cordeiros, where 
again the enemy tried to hinder us, but failed. 
Cordeiros is under Limeira, where the /fzscal 
is friendly to us, and he sent a message to 
his colleague in Cordeiros to give us all the 
help he could. We met him before we started 
canvassing. 

In this place one woman in fear and trem- 
bling bought a Testament. Being in doubt, 
she sent it to the priest, who said it was 
Protestant, and sent it tothe police, who also, 
in his ignorance, proclaimed it Protestant, 
and sent word to the fzscal to stop it. The 
latter went to the restaurant, where he met 
my companion, who showed him the Bibles 
and Testament. The fiscal, a German, said 
they were not Protestant, that there was no 
need for us to stop, also that he had not the 
power to stop us, as he had received orders 
from headquarters to help us. In spite of 
this, in four and a half hours we sold five 
Bibles and nine Testaments and were able to 
praise God for the victory. 


The other colporteur reports as follows: 


I received your last letter just as I was 
starting on a three months’ trip into the in- 
terior of this state. Nearly all of the trip 
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was on horseback over awful roads. During 
the three months we traveled (my wife and 
baby accompanied me) about two hundred 
leagues, entering into some places that the 
Gospel had never entered before. We always 
carried a supply of Bibles and Testaments 
with us, and one young man went with us, giv- 
ing all of his time to selling Bibles and Testa- 
ments and distributing tracts of all kinds. 

I will give you one example of a place that 
we entered. I had heard ever since arriving 
in Piauhy of Oeiras, the ancient capital of the 
state. It is twenty-five leagues from the 
river Paranahyba. Everyone told us that it 
was a fanatical place and that we could not 
enter. We entered there with a man who 
was born in the place, but now a believer liv- 
ing in another city. He is ason of the priest 
who lived in Oeiras until his death. We en- 
tered, and receiving an invitation from a 
number of people, we preached in the open 
air in the public square for three nights. 
The priest there preached against us and said 
that the people must not touch our books, 
our ‘‘false Bible,’’ because they were books 
of the devil-and that we preached the devil’s 
religion. After preaching I showed them 
our Bibles, and told them that if anyone 
wanted to buy one, I could guarantee that if 
they would compare it with any other Bible 
in the world and did not find that the sense 
was the same, they could return the book to 
me, proving that it was different, and I would 
take it back, paying twice what they had 
given for it. The result was that they bought 
every book that we had, and we did not have 
with us enough to supply the demand. 
Several asked when we should bring more 
Bibles or a good edition, because they wish 
to study the Word of God. The people have 
a great-fear of the priest, but at the same 
time when they hear the Word they are at- 
tracted to it at once. 

In these interior places I found a number 
of Bibles, with the names of our Protestant 
publishing houses in them, which their own- 
ers said they had had for years. I do not 
know where they came from. 


From the Battlefield in France 


HE Rev. Dr. Bertrand, Secretary of the 
Bible Society of France, sends us a 

few letters showing what has been done with 
the money sent him from the American Bible 
Society for Bible distribution among soldiers 
in France. Dr. Bertrand has two sons in the 
field, both wounded a second time. It will 


be seen that the books are welcomed by Ger- 
man and French alike. Will they not move 
someone to send us a big check to enable us 
to send more ? : 
_ Letter from Pastor A. Russier, at Angou- 
leme, to the Rev. E. Bertrand: 

“T have been appointed military chaplain

of the Sanitary Bodies in the region of An- 
gouleme. We have at this moment more 
than four thousand wounded in Angouleme 
itself. Besides these there are quite a num- 
ber of German wounded. I come to beg you 
if you can send me a certain number of New 
Testaments and Gospels which I can distrib- 
ute very usefully. Can you, when you send 
these books, add a copy of the Gospels and 
Acts and of the New Testament and Psalms, 
which you have published and which I have 
not yet seen? 

“Thanking you in advance, I beg you to 
accept, my dear colleague, my best Christian 
salutations.”’ 

From Rev. Mr. Calas, pastor of the Re- 
formed Church at l’Ile de Re (the island on 
the French coast, south of Havre, used as a 
detention camp for German prisoners): 

“Your package has just arrived. Oh, thank 
you very much for this. I am going to make 
a large distribution. Every little volume 
will be worth to me a pleasant smile, which I 
hereby send on to you, and cordially press 
your hand.”’ 


Letter from Rev. F. Dumas of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Good Will: 
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“Paris, November 10, 1914. 

“T thank you very especially for the gift 
which you have made me of forty New Tes- 
taments of convenient form, printed in very 
clear and legible characters; and of the vol- 
umes containing the Gospels and the Acts, 
which I will use for the children of my Sun- 
day school; and also for the separate Gospels 
which we will enclose with bundles of cloth- 
ing which our Sewing Society is going to 
send to the sick or wounded soldiers in the 
field hospitals. This present moment is a 
very favorable moment for evangelization. 
Many of our young people who are on the 
firing line write unexpected letters. Relig- 
ious emotions are being awakened in their 
hearts; they remember passages of the Bible 
and of hymns learned long ago, and they 
now appreciate them at their full value. 

“You say that these books are sent by 
means of a gift which has come from America, 
so that I receive them without charge. Be 
so good.as to transmit to these brethren on 
the other side of the Atlantic the assurance 
that a church of the people, in the east of Paris, 
has profited by their liberality; will try to make 
it benefit a great many people; and thank 
them from the bottom of the heart.” 


Items from Hankow and Province of Kansu 


R. HIRST sends the following items 
from Central and Western China: 


The Rev. H. E. Ledgard, of Chowkiakow, 
tells an interesting incident which happened 
at a market at which our colporteur and an- 
other were selling books and sticking up 
large posters on gates and walls or in the 
inns. The place was attacked by robbers, 
whereupon the crowd fled, but these two 
servants of the Lord knelt down and prayed. 
Though there was much firing, the robbers, 
after about half an hour turned and went 
away. Not one of the robbers came into the 
market. Perhaps they had other intentions 
and only wanted to frighten the people, but 
as far as the colporteurs were concerned, the 
Lord heard their prayers. The Rev. E. Wel- 
ler, of Shekichen, Ho., states famine condi- 
tions exist in his district, which may account 
for poor sales by colporteurs, one of whom 
he describes as an earnest soul-winner. 

The Rev. G. E. Simmons, of Suichow, Ho., 
states he maintains one man constantly sell- 
ing, and had given out lots of books to several 
earnest Christians for them to sell. As these 
men aim to attend all the fairs, the sales have 
been very good for the short time he has had 


the books. He has found very little opposi- 
tion and much eagerness in many places in 
acquiring the Scriptures. He also states the 
reasons why so few New Testaments have 
been sold are that the books are compara- 
tively expensive, and that they are just open- 
ing the district, and so there are few well 
confirmed in their need of the complete Gos- 
pel. 

During April the Rev. W. W. Simpson, of 
the C. & M. A., Toachow, Kansu, passed 
through Hankow and told of a man converted 
through reading the Scriptures: ‘Mr. : 
who is now learning in their Bible school, 
was for ten years a vegetarian. His mother 
also was before him. He used to gather up 
the ‘ character’ paper and burn it in order to 
obtain merit. Onone occasion an acquaintance 
asked him to come inside his place and take 
some ‘character’ paper to burn with the rest, 
and he gave him a copy of Genesis, saying it 
was one of the foreign books. When he got 
home he took the book, because it looked 
clean, in his hand. He had been told the for- 
eigners mixed medicine with their book, so 
that when people read them their minds got 
affected; so he put on a pair of spectacles to 
protect himself from these subrle influences.

He read about the flood and became interested, 
and when he got to the story of Abraham he 
had found his Ideal and was determined to be 
a man like Abraham. ‘Then he found that to 
be like Abraham he would have to worship 
Abraham’s God, and what about the idols he 
had been worshiping in his home? He cast 
them out and burned incense to the God of 
Abraham. Then he found that Abraham of- 
fered sacrifices but he did not burn incense; 
so he determined to go to the foreigners to 
learn how he should worship God. His hatred 
of the foreigners was, however, so great as 
to lead him openly to oppose them, and one 
of them, losing patience, had him put outside. 
However, the native evangelist had some 
talks with him. 

‘“‘ When the revolution broke out he enlisted 
as a soldier and became an officer over a 
company of ten men. While in the army he 
was at a place where a cloudburst and water- 
spout washed out a whole village, and not 
one of the bodies of the inhabitants was re- 
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covered. This incident affected him greatly, 
and when a suitable time came he resigned 
from the army and came back to the mission 
to the evangelist, and in one of the meetings 
he stood up, confessed his sins in tears, and 
said he wanted to be saved. ‘The mission- 
aries told him he could be saved at once, and 
they waited with him and prayed and he was 
saved that night, and is now studying to be 
an evangelist.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Simpson also told how he has 
often handed books to Tibetans, who read 
them all right until they came to the name - 
Jesus, when they have flung the books back in 
his face, saying, “I don’t mind reading your 
books, but I don’t want anything to do with 
your Jesus.’’ Mr. Ridley, he says, has a cus- 
tom of posting up tracts round the city at the 
Chinese twelfth month. After atime he goes 
round to inspect them and finds that in nearly 
every instance where the name “ Jesus’”’ was 
found the characters had been defaced. ‘The 
rest of the tracts were usually unmolested. 


The Young Men’s Christian Association in 
Constantinople 


R. BOWEN, according to his last letter, 
dated October 28th, is still at his post 
in Constantinople, and with this letter sends a 
photograph, which we reproduce, of some of 
the Y. M. C. A. group with which he is con- 
nected, and con- 
cerning which he 
writes: 


I enclose a pho- 
tograph of some 
of foursy. Ms C:2A% 
group. We cele- 
brated our first an- 
niversary the other 
day. Ambassador 
Morgenthau was 
present, and gave 
us an encouraging 
and sympathetic 
address to the ef- 
fect that Jews and 
Moslems, as well 
as Christians, 
should be inter- 
ested in the char- 
acter development 
of young men. 
The Greek Con-. 
sul-General also 
addressed us, and 


an Armenian member of the Turkish Parlia- 
ment addressed us in Turkish. This gentle- 
men is at my left in the group and the Greek 
Consul-General at my right, General Secre- 
tary Van Bommel being just behind us. Our 


membership now includes twenty nationalities.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE seventh stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its ninety-ninth year was held at the 
Bible House, New York, Thursday, November 
5, 1914, at 3.30 p. m., President James Wood 
in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. J. Preston Searle, D.D., who read Mat- 
thew 7: 16-34, after which he offered prayer. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Committee on Distribution, it was 


Resolved, That the Secretaries, in consulta- 
tion with the Chairman of the Distribution 
Committee, be authorized to disburse what- 
ever sums are received for the European War 
Fund, in addition to the $1,000 already appro- 
priated by the Board of Managers. 


The Board took action in changing the 
fiscal year of the Society so as to end De- 
cember 3lst instead of March 3lst, as here- 
tofore. 

A letter dated June 7, 1914, from Rev. 
Marcellus Bowen, D.D., conveyed the infor- 
mation that an Armeno-Kurdish version of 
the New Testament in Arabic letters is about 
to be printed for the use of Moslem Kurds 
dwelling in a certain part of Kurdistan. The 
Gospel of Matthew has been prepared and is 
soon to be issued from the Beirut Presby- 
terian Press. 

Reports were made from the Panama Canal 
Zone. Mr. Dunkum, the Sub-Agent of the 
Society at Cristobal, had been assured that 
he might have full permission to distribute 
Bibles. Mr. Hayter, the Agent for Central 
America, reported that the conditions of life 
and business made the selling of books very 
difficult. 

Mr. Tucker from Brazil reported also the 
bad effects of the war, and likewise Mr. Pen- 
zotti from La Plata. 
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Dr. Hykes from China reported the les- 
sening of steamship service, though the 
Pacific Mail was still running its boats as 
usual. 

Greetings of the Society, on the recommen- 
dation of the Committee on Home Agencies 
and Auxiliaries, were sent to the Columbus, 
Wisconsin, Welsh Bible Society, on the com- 
pletion of sixty years of service. 

Consignments to the Foreign Agencies dur- 
ing the month of October, 1914, were as fol- 
lows: To Brazil, 1,612 volumes, valued at 
$342.67; to Mexico, 18,687 volumes, valued 
at $2,392.02; to Philippine, 1,325 volumes, 
valued at $240.12 ; to West Indies, 16,212 vol- 
umes, valued at $778.33. Total, 37,836 vol- 
umes, valued at $3,753.14. 

Issues from the Bible House in September 
were 243,982 volumes.
